Comment is widespread this week 
over two events Which are somewhat 
noteworthy, the;attainment of their sil- 
ver wedding anniversary by Their 
Majesties, Kink® George amwdi:Queen 
Elizabeth, and the succession of Mac- 
kenzie Ning, prime minister of Canada, 
to the position of being the statesman 


who has held office longer than any 
other in the British Empire. 
Comment is merited in the first in- 


stance, we believe, because twenty-fifth 
anniversaries are indications of some- 


thing in the nature of stability, and any- 
thing in this line is worthy of comment 


these days. It is becoming less and less 
usual throughout the institution of 


marriage as a Whole, according to fig- 
ures, and enduring kingship is, appar- 
ently, even more unusual, 


Comment is merited in the case of 
Mr. King because he has surpassed a 
record of service which has stood for 
over two centuries. It was established 
by Sir Robert Walpole, who ran up very 
nearly twenty-one years as leader of the 
government of Great Britain. 


Mr. King’s influence on the affairs 
of Canada over the past quarter of a 
eentury can hardly be estimated at this 
time, It is probable that it will not be 
until vears have passed that we — shall 
see the full import of the policies launch 
ed under his direction. Suffice it to say 
that the voters of Canada have felt over 
the years that Mr. King had no equal, 
nor indeed, any opposition.

THE WEST PAYS 
THE FREIGHT 


An editorial in the Brooks Bulletin 


The Board of Transpovt Commission- 
ers has granted the railways an increase 
of 21 percent in freight rates, This will 
apply to alhmest everything carried by 
the roads except grain. The increase 
will mean about $70 millions more a 
vear in the way of freight costs. West- 
ern Canada will pay most of that in- 
crease, The West always pays the 
freight, It pays on the products it ships 
out and it pays on the goods it ships in, 

Cheap transportation is the main fac- 
tor in encouraging the development of 
a new country. The west has been un- 
fortunate in that respect. The prairies 
provide a natural monopoly for the rail- 
roads. We have no great navigable riv- 
ers like the Mississippi, the St. Law- 
renee, the Amazon, the Rhine, the Dan- 
ube, the Volga and the Nile. We are at

the mercy of the railroads. 

Railway rates are lower in Eastern 
Canada than in the West. This is due to 
the competition of lake and river ship- 
ping, motor trucks and competitive 
lines. To illustrate we cite but two ex- 
amples of scores that could be listed. 

From Vernon, B.C, Calgary is 354 
miles and it costs $1.04 per 100 pounds 
of fruit shipped. 

From Oakville, Ontario, to Montreal 
is 356 miles and it costs 45 cents per 100 
pounds of fruit shipped. 


From Windsor, Ontario to Winnipeg 


it costs $92.50 for freight on a certain | 


make of auto. 


From Windsor to Halifax, (about the 
same distance) the cost is $50. 
The*ailways make twice the profit out 
of operating in Western Canada than 
they do in Eastern Canada. From 1907 
to 1945 the Canadian Pacific Railway 
made a profit of $361 millions in the 
Fast and $753 millions in the West. ft 
should be noted too, that the freight 
traffic is denser in the East. than in the 
West and the hauls there are shorter 
than the hauls in the West. Further- 
more, railways coustruction costs were 
lower in the West and the flat prairie 
lands make operations costs lower here. 


Eastern Canada did not oppose the 
application for increased freight rates. 
Why should the Easterners do so! It is 
no ‘skin off their backs’. In fact it helps 
out business there for more money wilt 
pour into the head offices of the rail- 
ways in the East. Farmers will be inter- 
ested to know that organized labor did 
not come to their aid either. In fact one 
labor leader said he thought the rates 
should go up to 30 percent, as the rail- 
ways requested in the first instance, 
The annual railway labor bill has been 
increased by about $220 million a year, 
above the 1939 total. 


The worst feature is that once the new 
rates are established, they will never 
come down, Such rates do not move up 
and down like the price of grain, and 
other farm products. It will cost 
much to ship cattle if the price goes 
down to 5 cents a pound as it does at a 
price of 15 cents. 


There was no increase granted on the 
transportation of grain. That fact 1s 
being trumjected. But grain rates are 
established by law, under the Crowsnest 
Pass Agreement, and cannot be chang- 
ed unless by parliametary action, Any 
government which tampers with — the 
Crowsnest Pass agreement would never 
elect many members in the prairie prov- 
inces. 


Just what can be done about this con- 
stant exploitation of the West? We do 
not know the answer! It may come 
someday in a tornado of protest that 
will shake the whole basis of confeder- 
ation. The western broneo will stand for 
only so many kicks in the ribs!

We are reprinting the following 
“One Man's Opinion” a column 
written by Richard J. Needham, 
vhich appeared in a recent issue of 
the Calgary Daily Herald. We felt 
it would be of interest to our read- 
ers since Mr. Needham’s_ experi- 
ences with regard to letters to the 
editor are similar to those of other 
editors. 

“A gentleman has written The 
Herald, alleging that the letters we 
publish in our correspondence 
columns are nt all genuine: some. 
he maintains, are cooked up inside 
the newspaper office itself. We re- 
fuse to publish this!’ gentleman’s 
letter because his statement is incor- 
rect: the wonderful, the terrible 
thing about the letters appeariug 
in The Herald is that they all come 
;to us unsolicited from the great out- 
side world. 

It is true that. from time to time. 
we accept a letter written by an 
employee of the newspaper’ itself. 
They submit such letters, of course, 
voluntarily, and as private indivia- 
uals. But these are few indeed. per- 
haps two or three in the course of a 
year. The last such letter appearea 
three months ago; it had to do 
with the troiley bus service on the 
North Hill. where this particular 
employee resides. 

We do not “plant” letters in The 
Herald. Why should we? There 
isn’t anything we “want” to have 
said by a named or unnamed cor- 
respondent: anything we “want” to 
have said, we will say ourselves, 
In any event, we get so many ger: 
uine letters that we are really un- 
der no necessity of fabricating them, 
But, alas, not all the letters we get 
are genuine, Some people who write 
to The Herald make remarkanie 
efforts to decieve us. Here, for ex- 
ample, is a letter on the subject of 
rooming houses. It is neatly typed: 
the writer’s name is on it: so is his 
address. But it isn’t going to be 
published. Why not? Because no 
such address exists: if it did exist, 
it would be plunk in the middle ot 
the Elbow. 

Why would a person send us a 
letter with a false address and, 
quite probably, a false name? Be- 
cause, we suppose, he is frightened 
,of something or somebody. Possibly 
lhis landlady, since the letter is 
eritical of landladies. He thinks she 
/may find out that he wrote the 
|letter which appeared in The Herald 
‘over the signature “Boarder.” He 
doesnt trust The Herald to conceal 
| his identity—which it does at all 
|times and under all circumstances. 
| Why. then should The Herald trust 
| him? 

Here is another example. Last 
|year, we got a letter claiming that 
|the big department stores were pay- 
ing inadequate wages. The letter 
was accepted for publication, and a 
routine check was made on the 
writer’s name and address, as given 
|at the foot of the letter. Both, we 
|found, were false: accordingly, the 
letter never appeared. No doubt, 
the dimwit who wrote it has been 
;going around ever since, claiming 
|The Herald didn’t dare to print his | 
jcommunication. Ha! |

ago, we published a letter from 
“Hockey Fan”, criticising Alderman 
Mackay’s radio technique. An ad- 
mirer of Mr. Mackay was annoyed 
by this letter: he wrote us one lam- 
basting “Hockey Fan’. In it, he 
asked: “What is the matter with 
that person? Is he or she afraid to 
sign his or her name?” Unfortun- 
ately, the letter criticising “Hockey 
Fan” for his alleged timidity had 
no address on it; just a name, and 
a name which happens to be com- 
mon in Calgary. 

In most cases, we try to track 
people down, when they put their 
names on a letter without the ad- 
dress. We are willing to assume 
that it was an oversight. But when 
as in the case. mentioned above, it 
is a common one, like Smith or 
Brown, we refuse to make the effort. 
(It may be asked why newspapers 
have to know the name and address 
of correspondents. That is quite 
easy: it’s because they’re legally 
responsible for everything they 
publish. An editor would* be in a 
fine fix if he had to admit that he 
printed a letter without even know- 
ing who wrote it.) 

Another odd thing is the number 
of people who ask if it costs money 
to have a letter put in the paper. 
It doesn't, of course: newspapers 
print letters for free (1). because 
a lot of people like to read them aua 
(2) because they see it as their 
duty to provide a soap-box from 
which private individuals can ad- 
dress the world at large. 

Again, it’s curious how many 
people think a newspaper is morally 
obligated to print every letter it 
gets. No newspaper recognizes any 
such obligation: and certainly nut 
this one. We reject letters for a 
great Many reasons—because they 
are likes, because they are libellous 
because they are too long, because 
they are incoherent, because they 
contain demonstrably false state- 
ments, because they deal with a sub- 
ject that has already been beaten 
to death 

On the other hand, we never re- 
ject (or accept) a letter because of 


the opinions expressed therein. 
Communists, Social Creditors, 
Socialists Russophiles, Russo- 


phobes, uplifters and anti-uplifter- 
all make use of our space. It is 
amusing, by the way, how many 
people, who profess to loathe ana 
abominate The Herald, and de- 
nounce it Whenever they get a 
ehance, nevertheless bring us their 
letters for publication: they expect 
those letters to be treated fairly, 
and they are. 

But this is all by the way. What 
we started out to say (with temper- 
ed indignaiton) is that all the 
letters which appear on this page 
are authentic: as authentic as any- 
thing can be in this wicked and 
deceitful world. We could prove 
this quite easily, but in doing so, we 
would have to divulge names and 
addresses which we are pledged 
never to divulge. So like many other 
things it must remain a matter of 


‘faith. Those who lack faith shouldn't 


read the letters: in fact, they 
shouldn’t even read The Herala. 


But they do, we have noticed: they 
do.”

Not only do weeds that are com- 
panionable with grain, flourish in 
land sown to grain, especially of the 


same class, but sawfly is seriously 
encouraged by wheat following

25 years, because wheat following 
corn has averaged eight bushels less 
ner acre than wheat on bare fallow 
Sequence trouble even extend to 
grass within a rotation. Sodland 
broken late in the season invariabiy 
yields a poor crop of grain the next 
year. Summer-fallow sod has. how 
ever, been found profitable in ro- 
tation practice. 

Summer-fa'low either of stubble 
or sod land is the best preparation 
in prairie Canada for annual crops. 
If, however, annuals must follow 
each other repeating the sarne class 
of crop should be avoided.

Seed treatment is one of the best 
available to 
farmers. The mercurial dusts pre 
vent seedborne diseases such as 
smut. They also protect the young 
seedlings against soil organisms; 
one suggested is root-rot. During 
this economic age no farmer can 
afford to take chances with his seed 
grain. 

Have you conducted germination 
test on your seed grain? If not, get 
this done at once. The easiest way 
is to place 50 o1 


100 seeds on a 
blotter in flat pan and cover it with 
another blotter and moisten the 
contents. Keep the pan moist at 
uniform room temperature. At the 
end of 12 days, you can count the 
germinated kernels.

Considerable time was spent at 
Tuesday’s Council meeting discuss: 
ing the merits of using Main Street 
lots for displaying heavy machinery, 
and after much argument back and 
forth, the matter was referred to 
the legislaton committee for further 
study.

a rental value system.
